^ I "^HERE  are  still  a number  of  men  in  col- 
lege  who  have  not  joined  the  Athletic 
Association.  Membership  tickets  can  be 
obtained  for  one  dollar,  a very  small  sum, 
considering  the  expenses  of  conducting  our 
athletic  interests  and  certainly  within  the 
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I reach  of  every  man  in  the  University.  It 
is  a positive  duty  incumbent  on  us  all  to  give 
the  E.xecutive  Committee  our  heartiest  finan- 
cial support  and  the  first  step  is  to  purchase  a 
membership  ticket.  An  economic  considera- 
tion comes  in  with  the  desire  to  give  support ; 
for  admission  to  all  sports  and  games  is 
cheapened  considerably  by  reason  of  being  a 
member  of  the  Association  and  the  price  of 
the  ticket  is  more  than  compensated  for  by  the 
deductions.  Let  every  one  in  college  become 
. a member  of  the  Athletic  Association. 

IN  the  Register  the  list  of  graduates  who 
are  studying  for  advanced  degrees  con- 
tains a number  of  familiar  names  which  have 
appeared  in  that  list  for  a number  of  years;  and 
the  attainment  of  their  object  is  apparently  as 
far  away  as  ever.  Some  of  these  names 
belong  to  men  who  graduated  in  the  early 
part  of  the  decade.  The  rules  prescribe  that 
those  graduates  who  pursue  a one-year  course 
here  or  two  years  elsewhere  may  get  their 
degree.  It  certainly  seems  that  the  one-year 
here  or  the  two  elsewhere  is  extended  over  a 
remarkably  long  period  in  the  case  of  those 
mentioned.  The  writer  knows  of  several  of 
them  who  have  done  comparatively  nothing  in 
their  advanced  studies  and  he  has  heard  of  the 
insertion  of  the  name  of  at  least  one  man  who 
never  ev^en  made  a decided  expression  of  his 
desire  to  obtain  a higher  degree.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  claimed  that  the  courses  in 
advanced  study  are  in  certain  departments 
very  unsatisfactory  ; they  are  not  mapped  out 
with  much  clearness  and  precision  and  the 
ideas  of  those  pursuing  them  as  to  the  amount 
and  exact  character  of  the  work  before  them 
are  very  indefinite.  It  would  seem,  therefore, 
that  if  this  condition  of  things  were  ameliora- 
ted, some  of  those  familiar  names  would  not 
meet  our  gaze  as  we  peruse  successive  editions 
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of  the  Register.  If  such  a result  would  not 
ensue  in  certain  cases,  then  it  might  be  well 
to  omit  the  names  of  such  persons  from  the 
graduate  list. 

OUR  Library  building  is  proudly  shown 
to  every  visitor  to  Lehigh,  and  mention 
is  always  made  of  the  fact  that  it  contains  sixty 
thousand  volumes.  But  how  many  ever  stop 
to  think  that  this  may  mean  very  much  or 
very  little? 

Perhaps  one-sixth  of  this  number  are  law 
books  and  public  documents,  books  which  are 
of  no  value  to  the  average  student.  There  are 
thousands  of  bound  volumes  of  periodicals 
which  may  contain  matter  of  value  and  the 
latest  researches  in  science,  but  in  which  it  is 
very  difficult  to  find  exactly  what  one  wants. 
Then  there  are  many  books  on  local  history, 
heraldry  and  genealogy  which  are  of  no  value 
e.xcept  to  the  antiquarian.  When  we  reflect 
on  all  these  things  we  are  led  to  believe  that 
our  actual  working  library  is  not  so  large  after 
all.  And  yet  this  is  exactly  what  the  student 
wants  and  needs.  New  books  on  standard 
topics  should  be  put  upon  the  shelves  as  soon 
as  they  are  published;  every  department  of 
literary  and  scientific  research  is  making  such 
progress  that  a book  published  ten  or  twenty 
years  ago  is  of  small  value  for  reference. 

At  this  time  the  Seniors  feel  the  want  of 
.such  books  the  most.  They  are  making 
preparations  for  their  theses,  and  surely  no 
one  can  doubt  that  a great  deal  of  reading  is 
necessary  in  order  to  do  satisfactory  work. 
One  can  readily  understand  that  only  the 
latest  books  are  of  any  great  value  to  this  end. 
The  professors  in  each  department  are  re- 
quested to  recommend  new  books  of  especial 
interest  to  that  department;  but  it  seems  that 
very  few  have  ever  found  their  way  upon  the 
shelves.  If  this  plan  were  fully  carried  out, 
our  Library  would  be  a useful  adjunct  to  every 
course,  and  not,  as  is  frequently  the  case, 
a source  of  disappointment. 


^ I “''HE  individuals  who  edit  the  Cornell  Sun 
did  more  mud-slinging  in  their  issue  of 
November  30  than  was  done  in  the  Lehigh- 
Cornell  foot  ball  game  the  day  before  at 
Elmira.  Their  pens  ran  away  with  their 
better  judgments,  if  they  are  at  all  possessed 
of  the  latter  quality,  so  requisite  in  conducting 
a college  newspaper,  wherein  the  sentiments 
expressed  are  supposed  to  reflect  those  of  the 
body  of  students  which  it  represents.  The 
journal  should  above  all  things  preserve  a 
tone  which  would  indicate  that  the  men  who 
have  its  affairs  in  charge  had  at  lea.st  the 
instincts  of  gentlemen.  The  editorials  in  the 
issue  of  the  Stin  referred  to  demonstrated  that 
the  editors  are  not  possessed  of  any  such 
attributes ; on  the  contrary,  the  expressions 
there  used  savored  ver>'  highly  of  what  we  so 
often  find  at  the  present  time  in  such  a degen- 
erate state — professional  journalism.  If  the 
Sun  honestly  believed  that  the  Elmira  game 
was  won  by  Cornell,  it  should  have  come  out 
and  stated  it  in  a fair  and  square  manner, 
without  indulging  in  the  pointless,  discour- 
teous and  even  spiteful  productions  that  it  did. 

The  Williams  Weekly  not  long  ago  com- 
plained of  the  unmannerly  treatment  which 
their  foot  ball  team  had  received  at  the  hands  of 
the  Cornell  students.  The  Burr  was  rather 
surprised  at  this,  knowing  how  gracious- 
ly Cornell  had  submitted  to  her  defeat  of  a 
year  ago ; but  when  the  members  of  our  team 
were  hissed  upon  entering  the  dining  room  of 
the  Rathbun  House  on  the  evening  of  Thanks- 
giving Day  by  a large  number  of  Cornell  men, 
we  began  to  understand  the  complaint  of  the 
Weekly.  Our  team  had  never  been  treated  so 
before.  If  the  Su>i  desires  to  properly  fill  the 
sphere  which  it  occupies  among  the  Cornell 
men,  it  might  be  well  for  it,  in  regulating  its 
own  conduct,  at  the  same  time  to  assume  the 
character  of  a corrector  of  public  manners  and 
instruct  its  most  interested  readers  in  the  way 
they  should  bear  themselves  when  they  come 
in  contact  with  the  students  of  other  colleges. 

And  now  before  we  finish,  we  would  advise 
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the  Suti  editors  and  Cornell  men  in  general  to 
acquaint  themselves  somewhat  more  perfectly 
with  the  rules  governing  foot  ball  contests,  j 
When  they  have  so  done,  they  will  readily  per-  | 
ceive  how  ridiculous  were  their  actions  over  1 
the  result  of  the  late  game.  If  the  Lehigh  j 
men  and  The  Burr  had  made  such  a show  of 
themselves  every  time  a referee  or  an  umpire 
disallowed  us  a touchdown  in  the  many  close  | 
and  exciting  games  we  have  played,  it  is 
highly  probable  that  Lehigh  would  not  occupy 
the  place  in  foot  ball  circles  that  she  does  at  • 
present.  | 

We  sincerely  hope  that  if  we  are  to  play  * 
Cornell  next  year,  arrangements  will  be  made 
to  have  the  game  earlier  in  the  season  and  at  a | 
place  more  convenient  to  both  colleges.

^ I '''HE  public  has  lately  been  exercised  by  ! 

the  charges  of  plagiarism  preferred 
against  Prof.  Johnson,who  recently  resigned  the  ! 
chair  of  Latin  in  the  University  to  accept  the  j 
Presidency  of  the  Central  High  School  of 
Philadelphia.  It  was  nearly  a month  ago  that 
the  Philadelphia  Tunes  printed  a statement  in- 
tended to  show  that  Prof  Johnson  had  ^ 
plagiarized  a speech  of  the  late  President  Gar- 
field when  he  addressed  the  High  School  on  . 
taking  office.  The  professor  emphatically 
denied  the  charge  of  wilful  plagiarism  at  the 
time;  but  until  we  could  have  an  opportunity 
of  knowing  both  sides  of  the  question  we  be- 
lieved that  Prof.  Johnson  was  entitled  to  a 
suspension  of  judgment  and  therefore  The 
Burr,  as  the  organ  of  the  students  with  whom 
he  was  connected  for  over  seven  years,  has 
refrained  from  commenting  upon  the  matter 
heretofore.  Judging  from  the  manner  in 
which  the  Times  has  carried  on  its  persecution 
of  President  Johnson,  it  would  be  only  natural 
that  the  part  of  the  public  reading  the  Times 
and  those  papers  which  have  followed  its  lead 
would  infer  that  a very  large  portion  of  his 
speech  was  stolen  from  Garfield.  We  have 
recently  had  the  chance  of  learning  the  true 
facts  in  the  case,  which  are  substantially  these: 


Garfield’s  speech  contains  nearly  11,000 
words;  Johnson’s,  5,250.  In  the  latter  are 
Just  419,  or  less  than  4 per  cent,  of  Garfield’s 
speech,  that  are  taken  from  that  source.  Of 
President  Johnson’s  speech  40  per  cent,  is 
an  inserted  address  which  he  had  written  in 
1873,  just  nine  years  before  Garfield’s  ad- 
dresses had  been  collected  in  1882.  In  that 
speech  is  a quotation,  properly  marked  with 
quotation  marks.  This  may  have  been  taken 
from  Garfield’s  speech  or  it  may  have  been 
u.sed  by  both  Garfield  and  Johnson  from 
the  same  .source.  This  is  possible  in  the  case 
of  the  late  President,  as  the  following  extract 
from  the  preface  to  the  very  speeches  which 
Mr.  Johnson  is  accused  of  plagiarizing  will 
show : “ When  it  is  considered  that  the 

author’s  literary  habits  were  rather  those  of  a 
public  man  than  of  a man  of  letters,  and  when 
it  is  remembered  that  his  speeches  were  often 
prepared  under  great  stress  both  of  time  and 
labor,  it  will  not  appear  strange  that  in  many 
cases  he  has  not  left  references  to  the  originals 
he  has  quoted!' 

As  regards  the  extracts  in  the  Times  intend- 
ing to  sub.stantiate  the  charge,  it  is  necessary 
to  say  that  both  Garfield  and  Johnson  fol- 
lowed Herbert  Spencer  and  credited  the 
quotations;  but,  because  the  High  School 
President  used  the  same  quotation  as  Presi- 
dent Garfield,  the  Times  tried  to  make  it 
appear  that  Johnson  stole  what  Garfield  had 
quoted  from  Spencer.  Further,  the  Times  was 
not  content  with  this,  but  actually  garbled  the 
extracts  from  President  Johnson’s  speech  so  as 
to  make  them  fit  Garfield’s ; this  is  an  offence 
worse  than  plagiarism. 

After  having  carefully  examined  the  matter 
still  further,  we  are  satisfied  that  Prof. 
Johnson  is  entirely  innocent  of  the  accusations 
and  that  they  were  brought  against  him  for 
reasons,  mainly  political,  the  details  of  which 
we  need  not  explain.

ATHLETICS— A RETROSPECT. 

T T is  with  feelings  of  complacency  that  we 
view  our  record  of  the  past  twelve 
months.  We  emerge  from  them  bearing  the 
championship  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York 
in  foot  ball  and  the  third  place  in  the  Intercol- 
legiate Lacrosse  League — immediately  behind 
Princeton  and  Harvard.  Our  nine  defeated 
some  good  clubs  of  the  collegiate  world,  and 
our  track  and  field  sports  were  raised  a peg  or 
two  by  the  breaking  of  our  old  record.s. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  managers 
who  have  managed  our  affairs  so  well  that  we 
have  lost  no  points  through  default  or  want  of 
knowledge.  We  have  had  captains  who  had 
the  interest  of  the  University  at  heart,  and  who 
gave  up  time  and  care  to  advancing  their  pe- 
culiar sports  and  to  .securing  a good  record. 
We  have  had  teams  that  showed  enthusiasm 
by  coming  more  readily  to  practice.  All  of 
this  is  as  it  should  be,  and  all  this  is  an 
advance  on  anything  heretofore,  but  it  is  not 
enough.  In  saying  this,  I do  not  wish  to 
pluck  one  leaf  from  the  laurels  won  this  year, 
I do  not  wish  to  detract  an  iota  from  the  fame 
that  now  attaches  to,  and  will  follow  here- 
after, those  who.se  efforts  have  placed  Lehigh 
in  her  present  position.  These  men  have  done 
all  that  they  could,  and  it  remains  for  us  out- 
siders to  do  as  well.  We  have  sat  contentedly 
on  the  fence  while  managers  and  captains 
have  planned  and  while  the  teams  have  prac- 
ticed; we  have  freely  criticised  and  found  fault 
with  this  or  that  one  on  very  trivial  grounds  : 
we  have  witnessed  the  game  and  paid  our 
paltry  entrance  fee,  and  there  we  have  stopped. 
Lehigh  is  where  she  is  through  no  work  of 
ours.  The  place  won  reflects  no  credit  upon 
ourselves.  The  glory  is  all  for  the  workers 
who  have  worked  and  supported  themselves. 
All  honor  to  them  ! 

We  are  called  upon  now  to  put  our  hands 
in  our  pockets  and  furnish  money  for  the  com- 
ing year.  We  must  have  trainers  lor  our 
teams ; better  food  on  our  training  tables  ; bet- 
ter facilities  for  those  who  are  working  for  our 
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glory  and  our  fame.  All  this  costs  money, 
and  the  time  has  gone  by  when  we  can  have 
our  cake  without  working  for  it.  The  impre.s- 
sion  prevails  that  Lehigh  is  a sort  of  charity 
school  v/here  c'i<erytliing  is  provided  for  the 
students.  We  all  know  that  this  is  not  so,  and 
that  we  can  get  up  as  good  a show  as  any  col- 
lege of  the  size.  Let  us  give  to  athletics 
during  the  coming  year  sufficient  to  raise  us 
higher  in  the  scale.  We  can  boast  that  no 
graduates  have  been  paid  to  play  or  work  for 
us  on  our  teams ; no  foreigners  have  been  im- 
ported for  the  same  reason.  Lehigh  believes 
that  professionalism  and  jockeying  tend  to 
lower  the  standard  of  athletics  and  to  trans- 
form a fair  contest  between  undergraduates  of 
colleges,  into  a struggle  between  paid  profes- 
sionals. Some  of  our  rivals  this  year  owed 
their  strength  to  their  imported  stock.  Such 
a policy  fails  to  train  the  legitimate  talent  in 
the  classes,  and  will  result  in  a failure  of  home 
talent,  and  an  entire  dependence  on  outsiders. 
From  such  a fate  may  we  be  delivered.  It 
has  been  no  shame  for  us  to  be  thrashed  by 
paid  professionals,  and  it  will  only  tend  to 
make  us  certain  that  the  verdict  of  the  future 
will  be  that  of  the  past,  “Lehigh  plays  a square 
and  honest  game.” 

In  track  sports  we  hav'e  tried  the  plan  of 
electing  a captain  to  train  the  contestants.  It 
has  not  been  tried  long  enough  to  enable  us 
to  judge  of  its  benefits  to  us,  though  it 
is  a success  ehsewhere.  It  remains  for  us  to 
begin  to-day  for  the  future ; to  send  our  men 
into  the  gymnasium  at  once  to  prepare  for 
base  ball  and  lacrosse;  to  see  that  those  who 
train  are  faithful,  and — beyond  and  above  all — 
to  try  and  obtain,  from  the  powers  that  be,  a 
recognition  that  athletics  will  be  better  for  a 
judicious  discrimination  in  favor  of  those  who 
are  working  for  Lehigh.  Yale  wins  her 
championships  because  Yale’s  Faculty  backs 
up  the  teams;  allows  them  absences ; favors 
them  in  any  way  consistent  with  right,  and 
lets  them  know  that  they  are  doing  good  work 
when  they  deny  themselves  in  order  that  the 


blue  may  be  victorious,  and  the  result  is  that 
the  athletes  of  that  college  are  not  only  good 
gymnasts  but  good  scholars.  A policy  that 
says  “ No  favors  for  work  done  out  of  recita- 
tion” will  send  poor  scholars  to  the  field, 
as  those  who  have  high  stand  cannot  afford  to 
lo.se  their  8.5.  The  be.st  scholars  are  gener- 
ally best  as  athletes,  and  with  such  men  in  the 
field  we  are  sure  of  thorough  work.  It  is  to 
the  credit  of  our  teams  that  the  good  scholars 
have  taken  the  chance  of  a failure  to  get  their 
8.5,  and  have  trained  faithfully.  VVe  see, 
therefore,  that  there  is  plenty  of  work 
ahead.  J.

team  left  for  Elmira  on  Wednesday, 
Nov.  28  at  10:50  A.  M.  accompanied  by 
several  adherents.  They  were  met  at  the  station 
by  Diven,’87,  who  saw  them  safely  domiciled  at 
the  Rathbun  House,  which  was  the  headquar- 
ters of  both  the  Cornell  and  Lehigh  con- 
tingents. Numerous  shop  windows  of  the 
city  were  tastefully  decorated  with  the  colors  of 
both  colleges;  and  the  game  was  e.xtensively 
advertised.  At  noon  of  Thanksgiving  Day 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  Cornell  men 
arrived  to  cheer  their  team.  At  dinner  in  the 
dining  room  of  the  Rathbun  much  enthusiasm 
was  displayed  and  so  busy  were  the  rival  col- 
legians in  barking  their  respective  cheers  that 
the  dinner  part  became  quite  a subordinate 
matter. 

About  twenty-five  hundred  people  were 
assembled  at  the  Driving  Park  in  the  after- 
noon wondering  how  on  earth  a game  of  foot 
ball  or  anything  else  could  be  played  on  such 
grounds.  Mud  predominated  throughout  the 
game.  Five  minutes  after  play  was  started 
the  members  of  both  teams  were  covered  from 
head  to  foot  and  it  was  impossible  to  dis- 
tinguish them.  The  men  stuck  in  the  mud, 
the  ball  was  oftentimes  in  the  same  fix.  Our 
backs  could  do  comparatively  nothing.  The 
whole  team  was  powerless  to  do  any  effective 
work.  If  the  day  had  been  at  all  favorable, 
there  is  not  the  slighte.st  doubt  but  that  our 
team  would  have  been  able  to  run  up  a much 
larger  score. 

The  teams  lined  up  as  follows ; 
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Cornell:  Back,  McDowell;  half-backs,  Wil- 
kinson and  Young;  quarter-back.  Flack 
(captain);  rushers,  Wilson,  Upton,  Lowe,  Gal- 
braith (centre),  Devoy,  Ehle  and  Garnsy. 

Lehigh:  Back,  Graham;  half-backs,  Corbin 
and  Warriner;  quarter-back.  Walker  (captain); 
rushers,  Frescoln,  Ayres,  Riddick,  Martin 
(centre),  Detwiler,  Dougherty  and  Emery. 

Referee  : Ray  Tompkins,  Yale  ’84. 

Umpire : H.  M.  Morton,  Lafayette  ’88. 

Play  was  opened  at  2:15,  Lehigh  in  posses- 
sion of  the  ball.  Walker  passed  to  Warriner, 
who  made  ten  yards.  Short  rushes  followed 
and  in  less  than  five  minutes  Warriner  had 
placed  the  ball  over  Cornell’s  goal  line,  which 
was  the  only  scoring  done.  The  try  at  goal 
failed.  Cornell  soon  after  gained  possession 
of  the  ball  and  worked  it  well  into  Lehigh’s 
territory.  Young  was  injured  and  gave  way 
to  Hicks,  who  did  well  for  Cornell.  Lehigh 
soon  got  the  ball,  but  Graham’s  punts  were 
blocked  by  Galbraith  and  the  latter  soon  re- 
covered it  for  Cornell.  At  this  juncture, 
Cornell  was  so  eager  to  score  that  her  men 
were  playing  a brilliant  off-side  game  and,  as  a 
consequence,  a touchdown  was  not  allowed 
when  a few  minutes  after  Hicks  carried  it  over 
our  goal  line.  Lehigh  made  short  rushes  and 
Warriner  gained  fifteen  yards,  but  lost  the  ball 
to  Flack.  Hicks  punted  and  Graham  made  a 
poor  return;  Cornell  secured  the  ball  but  lost 
it  on  four  downs.  Graham  made  the  prettiest 
run  of  the  game  covering  twenty-five  yards. 
Galbraith  and  Warriner  were  both  disqualified, 
being  replaced  by  Benedict  and  Lawder.  Time 
was  soon  after  called  with  the  ball  near  the 
centre  of  the  field. 

The  second  installment  of  the  mud-wallow- 
ing performance  was  formally  opened  by 
Cornell  with  a V trick  and  they  managed  to 
make  five  yards.  The  ball  stayed  near  the 
middle  of  the  field  for  some  time,  neither  team 
being  able  to  gain  much.  Kicking  was  fre- 
quently indulged  in,  the  mud  continuing  to 
take  a larger  share  in  the  spectacle.  P'rescoln 


gave  way  to  Reese;  McDowell  punted;  Gra- 
ham got  the  ball,  but  was  downed.  Upton 
managed  to  get  the  ball  away  from  him  and  to 
touch  it  behind  the  goal.  Cornell  was  greatly 
put  out  because  the  referee  very  properly 
refused  to  allow  a touchdown.  Time  was 
called  with  the  ball  on  our  fifteen-yard  line. 

For  Cornell,  Upton,  Galbraith  and  Hicks 
did  good  work.  Warriner,  Dougherty  and 
Graham  managed  to  get  around  pretty  lively 
for  Lehigh.  The  referee  and  umpire  per- 
formed their  duties  fairly  and  impartially.

DITOR6  Lehigh  Burr: — Some  days  ago, 
the  writer,  while  in  the  Library,  had 
occasion  to  use  a German  dictionary. 
Applying  for  one  at  the  desk  he  was  given  a 
very  small  one  containing  only  the  commonest 
words,  and  on  his  objecting  to  it  on  the  score 
of  inadequacy,  he  was  told  that  the  other  dic- 
tionary— and  there  was  only  one  other  of  the 
German  language  in  the  library,  a comprehen- 
sive one.  it  is  true — could  be  used  only  at  the 
desk.  As  there  were  several  pages  of  a Ger- 
man novel  to  be  deciphered  and  as  doing  this 
at  the  desk  was  out  of  the  question,  the  little 
dictionary  w’as  accepted  as  a last  resort.  But 
after  minutes  of  wearisome  search  for  words 
which  could  not  be  found,  the  task  had  to  be 
relinquished. 

Now  why  should  this  be  the  case?  Books 
like  the  one  sought  are  needed  every  day,  not 
only  in  the  study  of  the  languages,  but  also  in 
connection  with  the  work  in  many  of  the 
courses,  especially  in  that  of  chemistry.  Why 
should  there  be  such  a seeming  indifference 
on  the  part  of  the  Library  authorities  to 
the  w’ants  of  the  students  ? Why  should  ob- 
stacles be  placed  in  the  way  of  faithful  work  ? 
It  is  a notorious  fact  that  the  general  body  of 
the  students  attach  too  little  importance  to  the 
study  of  modern  languages,  and  this  being  so, 
it  would  seem  obvious  that  every  facility  to 
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pursue  these  studies  should  be  given  them 
and  that  they  should  not  be  hampered  by 
a lack  of  books  of  reference. 

Our  Library  is  an  excellent  one;  but  in  some 
respects  like  the  one  indicated,  it  is  sadly 
deficient,  books  most  needed  by  the  .student 
not  being  possessed.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  those  concerned  will  carefully  consider 
the  existing  conditions,  and  strive  to  remedy 
the  present  defects.  Veritas.

— Twenty-four  young  women  have  gradu- 
ated as  lawyers  in  Michigan  this  summer. 

— The  Yale  Faculty  have  refused  permission 
for  another  rowing  tank  in  the  gymnasium. 

— England  has  only  one  college  paper  edi- 
ted by  undergraduates,  namely.  The  Review, 
published  at  Oxford. 

— The  Princeton  Lacrosse  team  has  been 
invited  to  play  an  exhibition  game  in  Madison 
Square  Garden  next  January. 

— Princeton  has  a student  seventy-two  years 
of  age.  He  is  studying  for  the  ministry,  and 
expects  to  graduate  next  year.
